Apple Recipes From the Nation's Best 


(In conjunction with the festival) 


Theodore Kieffer, chef at The 


Sherry 
Ketherland, New York 


city, selected several of his choice 
apple recipes for their variety and 
simplicity. Here are three of his 
suggestions. 


Apples Browned 


Select about 15 nice small ap- 


ples; empty the centers with a 
half-inch box tube; peel a'nd pare 
them round, then blanch with 
lemon juice diluted in a. little wa- 
ter. 
Drain and fill the hollow 


centers with frangipane cream fin- 
ished with a whole egg.

and sifted almonds with sugar; 
brush the surface lightly -with but* 
ter, then brown tor A few mo- 
ments under the broiler or in a 
hot oven until a nne color Is at- 
tained, then serve at once.
